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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the frame member of Endoh 
appears to be a peripheral seal on a window. The frame member as disclose and depicted in Figures 1 ,2 and 4 is an overmolded plastic 
material. Applicant maintains that the transparent plate member of Endoh does not have a skin comprising two layers. Enoh discloses the 
hardcoat is made of plastic (column 6, lines 33-34) and a decorative member is made of plastic in the shape of a film (column 7, lines 56- 
58) where Figures 1 ,2 and 4 show the plastic layers set back from the peripheral edges of the transparent plate member. Appicant argues 
column 7, lines 26-60, 38-41 and column 8, lines 11-12, 29-30 and lines 43-45 refer to the composition of the molded frame member. 
Examiner agrees that some of the disclosure is directed toward the frame member; however, all the disclosure is not solely directed to the 
frame member. For example, Enoh discloses the decorative member is secrely fixed within the mold relative to the plate member (coluim 
7, lines 56-65).Additionally, the coated plastic layer is disclosed as improving scratch resistance (column 6,lines 33-34), rendering the 
disclosure of Endoh comprising the same components with the same function as the instantly claimed invention .
